eggs keep well four years. 


You should make a truck for hauling 


your brooders and colony houses from 
place to place.

Nest Butter Prints. 


For private dairying there is prob- 


ably no belter package than the pound 
print wrapped in parchment paper. It 
is well to have a brand engraved in 
the print which will leave its impress 
upon c"v cry puuiiu uf good butter sold, 
but never send any poor butter under 
this brand, as it would be liable to 
spoil one's reputation. All butter prints 
and butter packages should present a 
neat, clean appearance aud never be 
allowed to be smeared with particles 
of butter or stained with imprints of 
dirty fingers.

1 the condition of the cow quick- 
er t!i:iu anything else. As long as she 
or, I1: well and the milk yield increases 
ijnidly the more feed may be given. 
T:ie place to stop increasing the food 
will be shown by the slow increase in 
mill: yield. 


Stable Ventilation. 


If your stable is ventilated only 


from above you are drawing off the 
warm air. which means loss to the 
cows i'i corafort and loss of the purest 
air. Foul air must be drawn off on a 
level with the stable floor, for bnd air 
is much heavier than gooJ air. When 
the cows lie clown aud tho ventilnlion 
is poor thoy broathe foul air. it has 
its effect on the cows as well as on tut 
product.

The city is beginning to fill up 
with visitors who .have come to pay 
the !last tribute, to the distinguished 
dead. Esther and Marion, only Cleve- 
land children who will attend the fu- 
neral, are expected to arrive this eve- 
ing. 
The simplicity of the 
funeral 


will be marked. Only those invited 
will bc permitted to enter the grounds 
and the services will be bnef. 
The

London, 
June 25—Private dis- 


patches received here from Teheran 
say that only a small numlber of per- 
sons were killed during the fighting 
in that city and that the firing was 
confined to tlif neighborhood of the 
national assembly. 
One dispatch 


says: 


"The Shah apparently is the master 


of the situation at Teheran, but the 
attitude of the provinces is uncertain. 
Foregners are in no danger." 


The American Press has been in- 


formed that neither Great BrTtain nor 
Russ'ia has any intention o'f interfer- 
,ing in the internal affairs of T>-—• 
unless the situation becomes much 
worse. 


The Daily Mall's correspondent 


says: 


"The bazaars were reopened today, 


and for a time everything was qu'iet. 
During the course of the afternoon, 
however, the Cossacks 
began bom- 


barding some of the 
grandees' resi- 


dences in which it was supposed oppo- 
sition leaders had taken refuge. 
As 


usual loot'ing followed ihe bombard- 
ment, the populace helping the troops 
to ransack the houses. 


"A reign of terror prevails .here, 


and it is not known how far the Shah 
Is prepared to go in the way of .vio- 
lence. He is now taking steps to 'pre-

terroristic attacks on 
the Cossack 


patrols."

tells of the murder of H. D. Everett,

pinos by hill tribesmen. 


The 'party had started 
across the 


island of Negros, which 'is one of the 
least civilized 
of

southern group of islands, and had 
been m'issing for six weeks.

tails of the murders have been

ceived here. 


ARABS IN REVOLT. 


Paris, June 25—According to news 


received here from the west coast of 
Africa, the Arabs in the French de- 
pendency of Senegal, inspired by the 
events in Morocco, have risen against 
the French. 
The minister of colonie^ 


has received inforrnat'ion 
that the 


Arabs recently attacked two French 
columns, one of 32 men and the other 
of 47 men. Private dispatches 
re- 


ceived here from Dakar declare thai 
both columns were wiped out. 


HAD BEEN PEACEFUL. 


Washington, June 2H—H. I). Ever- 


ett, a native of New York, whose mur- 
der on the island of Negros by 
h'ill 


tribesmen is reported from Manilla, 
was transferred to the Philippine for- 
estry service from the forestry bureau 
here in August, 1905. T. R. Wakeley 
a graduate of the University of Chi- 
cago, also killed, was 27 years old, 
and went, from Chicago to teach school 
inthe Philippines a year ago. The 
Negros had given the authorities the 
least trouble of any people in the 
archipelago.
